TELLS OF NORTHERN WORK 


Additional Wharves Needed Here 
Declares Secretary Of 
Chamber of Commerce 


Three things are necessary for 
Richmond’s development, according 
to Guy Wolf, secretary-manager of 
the Richmond Chamber of Commerce, 
who returned yesterday from Seattle 
where he has been in attendance at 
the convention of Pacific Coast port 
authorities. 


“First, Richmond must secure con- 
trol of its waterfront either by pur- 
«hase or by condemnation,” he said. 
“Additional wharves must be con- 
structed and then an effort can be 
made to secure additional industries.” 

Need More Wharves 


“At the present time we have 
absolutely no provisions tor handl- 
ing lumber or cement here. We need 
mote wharves and must show sub- 
stantial development before we can 
except aid from. congress. 

“Vancouver, Astoria and other 
smal) cities in Washington, are go- 
ing ahead rapidly. Richmond should 
do the same. 

“The city of Richmond at the 
present time owns but one per cent 
of its potential water front property 
and has but one municipal whap 
which is overcrowded and ipabie % 
care for the business which voluntar- 
ily comes here. Portland owns 90 
per cent of its water front and Los 
Angeles one hundred per cent. Rich- 
mond must follow the example of 
those two cities. 


Prompt Action Needed 

“Prompt action is necessary. Be- 
fore the end of this week

“A majority of the waterfront 
i2roperty is in th@hands of only seven 
or eight men. Qt could either be 
purchased or comlemned, but it must 
be secured by te city for its pre- 
sent owners havVe no interest here 
except those that affect the value of 
their property. 


Could Handle More freight 

“That additional wharves are need- 
ed here is clearly shown by figures 
which point out that 10,000,000 tons 
of freight went across San Francisco 
bay last year from eastern manufact- 
urers, only to be shipped aboard 
vessels which docked at San Fran- 
cisco wahrves. Had the East Bay 
been able to supply the needed 
docking space and facilities the 
freight could have been shipped fast- 
er and more economically by load- 
ing directly from this side, and 
that would have been done had we 
been in a position to make a bid for 
the business. 

“Seattle’s industrial growth has 
been rapid, and has been due to the 
foreign market. That city is appro- 
priating $1,000,000 a year for its har- 
bor development and the results are 
easy to be seen. Los Angeles has 
appropriated $15,000,000 and Long 
Beach 5,000,000 fer similiar work 
while even the smaller cities in 
Washington are in advance of Rich- 
mond. *). Cal 

“Portland also has made a rapid 
growth in tie last five years in 
point.of exporting. Five years ago 
only 300,000 tons of cargo were han- 
dled while last year 4,000,000 tons 
passed over the wharves. 

“Just how many additional wharv- 
es Richmond needs will not be de- 
termined until after the survey to 
be made here by an _ experienced 
engineer, but isis certain that more

MEXICO, Sept. 8.--With the tu-t 
columns of the daily press contain- 
ing its telling of the plans to haye 


ipinard race at the Tijuana meet- 
ing te be opened Thanksgiving days 
for 190 or more days, it is interest- 
ing to note that the close blood 
lines of the famous French horse 
have figured in the racing at the 
border course in a previous season. 

One has only to recall the rac- 
ing of the horse Hawthorne at Ti- 
juana in 1917 with a casual in- 
spection of breeding, to ascertain 
that Hawthorne is an uncle of Eni- 
nard. It comes about in this way: 

Hawthorne, now 14 years Of agg, 
and long since retired from racing, 
had the mare White Thorne as _ his 
mother. Now White Thorne, so 
breeding records disclose, was Epi- 
nard’s grandmother. Thus it is easy 
to trace the relationship to the end 


Hawthorne was a_ mighty. shifty 
runner in his day. He was a fine 
two-year-oid in the heyday of Juarez, 
Mex. racing. In Kentucky he was 
with the first flight thoroughbreds 
and among his notable victories was 


his win in the famed  Bashford 
Manor Stakes at Churchili Downs. 
Racing at Tijuana in 1917 he was 


victorious several times, although an 
injury that prevented proper breath- 
ing, caused his ultimate retirement 
from racing. ‘ 
Probably just as interesting as the 
Epinard-Hawthorne relationship to 
followers of the turf is the present 
day station of Hawthorne. It is 
now fully established that he fs 
very much alive but no more does 
he hear the clarion notes of the 
bugle calling him postward. There 
js no more speed’ and recerds for 
him to conquer, while as a matter of 


fact he is foliowing a sedate voea- 
tion. Today he pulls a light vege- 
table delivery wagon at Leuisville. 


At times, the owner, a truck gard- 
ner, uses him for light plowing. And 
mncst probably Hawthorne, under the 
kind treatment of his owner, is try-

According to Mr. O'Shaughnessy, 
the Hetch Hetchy project. which 
is scheduled to be completed in abcut 
five years frem now, is essentially 
a plan for :» municipal supply evol- 
ved by the city and county of San 
Francisco for the collection and 
storage of waters of the Toulumne 
river and its tributaries near their 
sources in the Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains, and the transmission of thase 
waters across the San Joaquin val- 
ley and through the Coast Range 
mountains for delivery to the city 
of San Francisco’ and jis environs. 

The advantage is to be taken of 
appropriate drops in the conduit 
routes for the generation of the max- 
hydro-electric

power which can thereby be econ- 
omically developed. 
The project had its beginnings 


back im 1901, when James D. Phelan. 
then mayor of San Francisco, and 
later on United States senator from 


California, filed water locations on 
‘the Tuolumne river and_ its tribu- 
taries the Cherry river and Eleanor 
creek. 

Several years afterward an ex- 
haustive examination of all avail- 
able source for a water supply for 


San Francisco was made by John R. 
Freeman, an engineer of national re- 
pute, associated with the water sup- 
plies of Boston and New York. He 
strongly recommendeed the Tuolumne 
source as the best and outlined % 
scheme of development which, with 
some necessary modifications, is the 
Hetch Hetchy project now being con- 
structed. 


A $45,000,000 issue of 4 1-2 per- 
cent bonds was authorized by the 
voters of San Francisco in 1910 


to finance the construction of the 
Hetch Hetchy works. 

The total cost up to the present 
time for preliminary work, land 
purchaeses, actual construction has 
passed the $34,000.000 , mark. 

Hetch Hetchy valley and the Tonl- 
umne region which form the 
000 acre watershed of the system 
arelocated about 175 miles due east 
0° San Francisco, just north of the 
famous Yosemite valley. This wa- 
tershed was eranted in perpetuity 
to San Francisco by the provisions 
of the Raker hill passed by Congress 
in December, 1913. on the recommen- 
dation of Secretary of the Interior 


Lane and Secretary of Agriculture 
Houston of the then prevailing Wil- 
son cabinet. 

Actual work was commenced a> 


soon as this congressional grant was 
sobtained. 

At the east end of the system is 
the O'Shaughnessy Dam. which tvans- 


forms the Hetch Hetchy va ys be- 
hind it into a beautiful lake seven 
miles long. The water will flow 
to San Francisco by sravity—-no 
pumping at all being necessary— 


through a 156 mile aqueduct ex- 
tending from Early Intake, on the 
Tuolumne river, about 15 miles down 
from O'Shaughnessy .dam. Bighty 
seven miles of this route will be 
tunnel excavation 10 feet 3 inches 
in diameter, and the remaining 69 
miles will be large steel pipes. 

Following is a summary of con- 
struction work completed and in pro- 
gress on fhe Hetch Hetchy project, 
as of September 1, 1924, furnished 
to your correspondent today by Mr.

A submarine’ siphon 3000 _ feet 
long, of 42 inch flexible joint cast 
iron pipe, is to be constructed under 
the navigable channel of San Fran- 
cisco bay at Dumbarton Strait, south 
of San Francisco. 

One of the moted questions, in re- 
gard to the jproject which still has 
to be settled is wheather San Fran. 
cisco will build its own distribu&ng 
system within the city limits or buy 
the existing facilities of the Spring 
Valley Water Company, which has 
supplied the city with its water sup- 
ply: for over fifty years. — 

Mr. O’Shaughnessy favors the out- 
right purchase of the Spring Valley 
equipment. This proposal, however, 
when placed befere the voters of 
San Francisco in 1921, failed of ap- 
proval. 

As matters stand, however, the city 
has the right at any time within a 
10-year period to purchase all of the 
Spring Valley Water Company’s Bre: 
perty for $28,000,000. 

The Hetch Hetchy system, when 
completed, wil) deliver water without 
pumping at an altitude of 260 feet 
inside the city Hmits of San Fran- 
ciseo. 

In conclusion Mr. 
made this statement: 

“The. project as developed is over 
three times the size of that initially 
considered, which was limited’ to 
Lake Eleanor, with Hetch Hetchy in 
the remote future. 

“We now absolutely control a 
water supply for the future of 400 
million gallons daily of water, or 
enough for 4,000,000 people, which 
was a very ,wise precautionary 
measure, considering in the meantime 
the different applications for the uses 
of water in our mountain streams. 

“No mistake was therefore made

system to safeguard the Greater San 
Francisco of the future. 


“The city has been offered over 
$2,000,000 wholesale for the electrical 
energy at Newark (Alameda County.) - 
Spring Valley pays 5 percent, or 
$250,000 a year for the’ transbay 
aqueduct. And the city has the right 
to purchase all of the Spring Valley 
property at any time within ten 
years for $38,000,000. 


“The Hetch Hetchy propect would 
therefore be practically off the tax- 
payers’ back if judicious arrange- 
ments were made for the immediate’ 
handling of the power crop.” 

A revenue of $150,000 was iproduc- 
| ed for San Francisco by Hetch 
Hetch during the last two months 
when 100,000 acre-feet of water were 
released from Hetch Hetchy Lake 
and sold. to the Turlock and Mo- 
desto irrigation districts along the 
lower Tuolumne river. 

The present water consumption of 
;San Francisco is about 40,000,000 
gallons per day, which just about 
meets the requirements of a popula- 
tion of approximately 625,000 people. 

M. M. O’Shaughnessy, chief engin- 
eer of Hetch Hetchy, was born in 
Limerick, Ireland, in 1864. He gradu- 
ated in civil engineering fram the 
Royal University of Dublin. with 
honor in 1884. 

Coming to America soon _after- 
ward he was connected as an 
engineer with the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, with several water develop- 
ment projects in California and the 
Hawaiian Islatids. He became city 
engineer of San Francisco in 1912 
and has made an enviable reputation 
for himself in the municipal develop- 
ment of the city. 

Mr. O'Shaughnessy designed and 
built the Morena dam in San Diego 
which is the largest rock fill dam in 
the world.
